ME NOT TRAINMEN

Public SGrvicfc Commission Holds
This View in Decision on

Full Crew Law

HAIUUSBtrno, Pa., July 14. Dlnlns
M1 cafA car conductors cannot bo

as trainmen under the, provisions
6t tho "full-crew- " law, according to an
opinion handed down by Chairman Alney,
dedldlnrr In favor of tho brotherhoods a
complaint lodged With tho Publlo Service
Commission against tho Central Railroad
t New Jersey, the Philadelphia and RcatU
ing and the Baltlmero and Ohio Railroad
Companies. Tho railroads aro ordered to
increase tho number of trainmen to six,
In complTanco with the act, in addition to
tho dlnlne-ca- r attendants.

This opinion followed the Important buK-saft- e

car and mall car decisions of yester-
day, In which It was decided that all bflB-Bog- e

enra even on through trains must
have n, baggageman and that mall cars
on the rear of trains must have platforms
as wide as the law provides, nnd two oth-

ers of lesser Importance. These cases had
been beforo tho commission for months
and had been vigorously contested by both
sides. In all, six complaints wero sus-

tained and four dismissed In the opinions
handed down at this tlmo.

Commissioner Ryan decides that tho
movement of cars jTCeTwcen yards of tho
Pittsburgh and Lake Krlo is a switching
movement, and, therefore, does not como
under the act, and tho effort to nmko this
a "full crew" violation Is dismissed. Yard
crews may be employed nnd may be paid
on a different basis. It Is said tho decision
In this caso will prevent .the filing of n
largo number of other similar complaints
frorn various parts of tho State. Tho com-

plaint against tho Now York, Chicago and
St Louis Railroad, tiled In Erie, County. Is
also dismissed In an opinion tiled by Com-

missioner Wiling. In this caso It Is hold
that a baggago rsan may perform the duties
of express man as well. Ho linus mo
duties to bo simlliar nnd much of tho same
nature.
